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Andover voters followed state trends in 
all but the governor’s race Tuesday as 
about 73 per cent of the town’s 15,000 
voters cast ballots. 

Locally, voters favored the Frank 
Hatch-William Cowin bid for the governor- 
It. governor offices with 6,251 votes over 
the state-wide winners, Democrats 
Edward J. King and Thomas P. O'Neill, 
III, who had 4,396. 

Andover’s State Rep. Gerald M. Cohen 
was an easy winner in his bid for re- 
election over Independent Donal T. 
Coleman of High street. Cohen was the top 
vote getter in contested races, with 7,908 
to Coleman’s 2,544. The district now in- 
cludes portions of Tower Hill in Lawrence, 
where Cohen also received a wide plurali- 
ty, winding up with about 75 per cent of the 
total vote cast in the overall contest. 

New U.S. Senator Paul Tsongas, who 
represented Andover in the Fifth 
Congressional district received the An-

dover endorsement ovr Sen. Edward W. 
Brooke, 5,923 to 4,841. 

Lawrence Atty. James Shannon, who 
was elected to fill the Tsongas seat in con- 
gress in the Fifth District, was also en- 
dorsed here, with a vote of 5,605 to 3,277 
for Republican John J. Buckley and 1,890 
for Independent James J. Gaffney of 
Tewksbury. 

State Rep. Robert Buell of Boxford, who 
was successful in his campaign to fill the 
State senate seat held by Sen. William 
Saltonstall whodid not run for re-election, 
received a healthy Andover endorsement. 
The district includes precincts six, seven 
and eight in Andover and Buell had 2,131 
votes there to 1,574 for Democrat rival 
Robert J. Cain of Wilmington. 

State Sen. William W. Wall, who 
represents the remaining Andover 
precincts, Lawrence and part of

Hits Snag 


Plans for a massive renovation-addition 
project for Andover’s secondary schools, 
chugging merrily along the track toward 
Spring Town Meeting, slammed to an 
abrupt halt this week. 

Because of new cost information, which 
indicates that it might be cheaper to build 
a new East Jr. High than renovate the old 
one, the matter will be taken back to 
special Town Meeting Dec. 11. 

Planning funds provided last spring can 
be used only toward renovations and ad- 
ditions — not new construction. The voters 
must give their okay to add that option by 
a two-thirds majorit. 

The Selectmen agreed Monday night to 
insert the necessary amending article in 
the warrant, and to move Town Meeting 
up to Dec. 11. They had already called a 
Dec. 4 session to seek funds for town 
sewer construction that would allow the 
Raytheon Co. to build a multi-million ex- 
pansion in West Andover. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark asked 
Monday that the meeting be delayed a 
week, to allow more time to plan the

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert told the school 
committee Tuesday night that the cost of 
renovating would now be “very, very 


close’’ to the cost of a new building, which 
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could provide certain advantages in less 
space. 

He said the renovation-addition project 
at East had called for 131,000 square feet 
— a figure he said could be trimmed back 
to 125,000 square feet at the “rock bot- 
tom.” 

On the other hand, he said he thought 
they. could get a new building in 105,000 
square feet. 

Part of the difference comes because a 
new 10,000 square foot passageway would 
be necessary at the present East Jr. High 
just to get students from one wing of the 
building to another. 

Furthermore, he said, the present 
auditorium is larger than the state 
recommends, and that square footage 
could be cut back in a new building. 

Seifert said he and East Principal 
Richard McGrail had walked the grounds 
of the East-Doherty-Jackson-Stowe- 
School property, and that there ‘“‘more 
than enough’’ space for a new one or two- 
story building. 

Seifert said he had also already met 
with Clark — who is ultimately responsi- 
ble for town buildings — on possible uses 
for East Jr. High if it were abandoned as a 
school. 

One of the concerns expressed by the 
school committee Tuesday night, was that 
an alternate use of East Jr. High, such as 
by the town, would still require at least $2 
to $2.5 million for renovations. They felt 
that might cut into their building plans. 

They also feared that complications 
added by the new track, such as what to do 
with East, could delay the proposal 
beyond spring Town Meeting. They had 
hoped to get funds approved at that time, 
so construction could begin right away and 
be concluded the following year. They had 
planned for junior high students to be on 
split sessions at West Jr. High during the 
1979-80 school year only. 

The committee indicated that they 
would be standing behind the article at the 
December meeting, and one of the 
members noted that they might as well try 
new construction on the voters now 
because “‘if we can’t get it in December, 
forget it in May.”

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Prominent Industry 
Leader Succumbs 


James Kirtland Selden, 84, 40 School St., 
Andover, former chairman of the Methuen 
International Mills, died Saturday at the 
Prescott House Nursing Home, North An- 
dover, following a long illness. 


A dominant figure in the textile business 
for many years, he operated the Methuen 
International Mills, which was founded by 
his father, George L. Selden in 1904. 


Known originally as the Selden Worsted 
Mill, it was located on Holly Street in 
Lawrence until 1920 when the operations 
were moved to 225 Broadway in Methuen. 


Born in Lawrence, Jan. 1, 1894, the son 
of Mabel Kidder Selden and George Lord 
Selden, a founder of the Lawrence YMCA, 
Mr. Selden graduated from Phillips An- 
dover Academy in 1912 and Harvard 
College in 1916.

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West Parish Group Returns r rom Mission 


West Parish church recently welcomed 
back four of its members who participated 
in a two-week mission study tour to Cen- 
tral America. The travelers were greeted 
by banners and pennants created by their 
fellow church members when they arrived 
at Logan Airport last week. 


The four, Don Nickerson, Martha 
Easton, Martha Johnson, and Jo Coombs, 
had been preparing for this trip to study 
missions for over a year — reading, bon- 
ing up on their Spanish, and raising 
money. Andover residents helped support 
this venture by patronizing their ice 
cream smorgasbord at Sidewalk Days in 
June, their Trash and Treasure Sale in 
May, and an ice cream social in August. 
Funds were also received from the West 
Parish Missions Council and the Smith- 
Purden Fund. 

The group joined with 12 other par- 
ticipants from Maine, New Hampshire, 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, New York, 
and New Jersey to travel to Honduras, 
Guatemala, and Belize on a tour organized 
by Heifer Project International. 


Heifer Project International is a non- 
profit organization which sends cattle and 
other farm animals and equipment to un- 
derdeveloped countries and trains the 
native population to take care of them. 
Each recipient of an animal must pass on 
the first offspring to another deserving 
person, who is similarly trained. In this 
way, the original gift is multiplied many 
times. Heifer Project is non- 
denominational and receives support from 
Church World Service. Church people and 
school children throughout the United 
States have supported this organization 
for self-development as part of their ef- 
forts to reduce hunger in the world. 


Participants in the tour visitged many 
mission projects and conferred with the 
leaders of these projects nightly at dinner 
seminars. 

Projects visited in Honduras included 
HPI and CEDEN goat projects in Pinalejo 
and Agua Calientes, the United Church of 
Christ sponsored health clinic and nutri- 
tion center in Pinalejo, the Agricultural 
University and the Institute Menonita 
Vocational School near La Ceiba, the 
privately-financed Double Harvest 
agricultural project at Lake Yojoa, and 
the CEDEN office in Tegucigalpa. 
CEDEN is an ecumenical self- 
development agency which was set up to 
give relief following Hurricane Fifi in 1974 
and has remained to give continuing 
assistance. There are similar agencies in 
other Central American countries. 


In Guatemala projects visited were the 
established HPI project at the Catholic 
Mission at San Lucas Toliman, a new HPI 
colonization and agricultural project at 
Linda Loma, and the Xelac Dair 
Cooperative project near Quezeltenango 
where Swiss nationals, and HPI work 
together. 

In Belize visits were mad to Church 
World Service projects in Belize City; such 
as day care centers and kindergartens,

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To Seek Safety Measures At Schools 


Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert, responding to 
a petition from some 60 Bancroft parents, 
said Tuesday night he would ask the police 
department to look into the matter of safe- 
ty for youngsters who walk to school, and 
that he would ask Public Works Director 
Robert McQuade about extending 
sidewalks where none exist in school 
areas. 

Seifert said he’d seek ‘‘rapid visibility’’ 
of police enforcement on Bancroft Road, 
to curtail speeding there. 

The Bancroft parents said they were 
particularly concerned about the 
youngsters who must cross Bancroft road 
to get onto school property. They asked for 
signs on both sides of the entrance, to 
warn drivers that they are approaching a 


school, noting that there presently is ‘‘ab- 
solutely no indication’ that there is a 
school in that area. 

They also asked for a crosswalk to be 
painted on the road so children will cross 
where they are most visible to drivers. 
They said that ideally a sidewalk should be 
extended through Phillips Academy 
property to a point opposite the school 
sidewalk. 

The parents also asked for organization 
of a sixth grade school patrol to cross 
kindergarten and first graders. 

Seifert said that a few years ago, the no- 
tion of school patrols was left up to the in- 
dividual principals, particularly because 
of certain legal questions regarding en- 
forced crossing patrols.

At Bancroft, he said, it was decided not 
to have patrols, whereas some of the other 
schools, such as Doherty and Shawsheen, 
still do have them.

Charles L. Mitsakos, after he had 
observed the first grade classes in those 
two schools, and the committee agreed to 
an additional 12 hours of aide time for the 
Sanborn first grades, and an additional 15 
hours for South. 

Mitsakos said that because of the large 
class sizes, the nature of the instructional 
program and the practice of grouping by 
ability, assistance appeared necessary — 
particularly to follow-up activities started 
by the regular classroom teachers. 

South has first grades of 28 and 25 pupils, 
each with 12 hours of aide time. It turn- 
sout, Mitsakos said, that almost all of the 
aide time has been used in the one class 
with the youngsters who require more 
structure. 

At Sanborn, with first grades of 28 and 
27, one class already had received six 
hours of aide time in addition to the 12 
they began with. 

The committee has maintained that the 
large classes are still, with aide time, 
within the confines of their staffing policy. 
They also had set a policy of hiring no ad- 


ditional teachers. 


Committeeman Joe Finn expressed con- 
cern over the ‘“‘precedent-setting”’ aspects 
of the solution, but went along with it, and 
Chairman David Ahouse, “‘in the spirit of 
the guidelinees of the budget,’’ was the 
lone vote against the additional aides. 

He said he felt the problem could have 
been handled by juggling aide time on a 
school-wide or system-wide basis. The 
committee had voted not to add more 
staff, and he was concerned that the aide 
time was gofng up at the same time

‘Businessman’s Lunch’ 


The ‘‘businessman’s lunch’’ is older 
than you think. The honor of creating 
the first belongs to a chap named 
Seguis Locates, a Roman inkeeper, 
who in 40 B.C. devised this feature for 
ship brokers who were too busy to go 
home for lunch. 

The first restaurant ‘‘promotion’’ 
dates back to 14th Century London. 
Chaucer’s Canterbury pilgrims would 
gather before their journeys to dine 
and and revel at the Tabard Inn. The 
innkeeper, Harry Bailey, began going 
along on the journeys and judging the 
best stories told. The top-rated story- 
teller won a free meal at Bailey’s 
when the group returned to London. 


The first waitresses were at a place 
called ‘‘Dolly’s Chop House,’’ which 
numbered among its clientele many 


famous writers, painters and com- 
posers. Fielding, Defoe, Swift, 
Dryden, Gainsborough and Handel 
were all steady customers, probably 
just after she introduced pretty ser- 
ving maids to replace the traditional 
waiters. 


Concept of the ‘‘grill room’’ in 
England was credited to traveling 
Americans who didn’t want to dress 
for dinner. The first gill was opened in 
London in 1860, and made no restric- 
tions on dress, offered fine at- 
mosphere and good food. 


In the United States, earliest 
restaurants were patterned after 
their English and Continental counter- 
parts, and were mainly wayside inns, 
coffee houses and taverns during the 
Colonial period.

This is the report of a survey made 
by the National Restaurant Associa- 
tion which states that one out of every 
three food dollars is spent for meals 
outside the home. 

The NRA also reports that one out

Dining Out Should Be Fun 


“Fun is people. The restaurant 
business is people. Here, like my 
grandmother used to say, ‘you want to 
get, you give.’ ”’ 

Don Smith, now a professor and 
formerly owner of a multi-million 
dollar restaurant business, chaired a 
panel of the new breed of ‘Fun 
Dining’’ restauranteurs at the 57th 
Annual National Restaurant Show. 

Smith and his grandmother are 
right, agreed Clyde Thompson, vice 
president of marketing for Hickory 
Hearth restaurants. The trick os to 
measure what people want to get so 
you can give it. 

Thompson uses marketing techn- 
niques and questions consumers are 
accustomed to find as they watch TV 
or buy panty hose and beer. But 
Thompson’s marketing techniques are 
unusual in the restaurant business. 

Market feasibility studies are the 
questions and answers on competing 
restaurants in the area. Who has 50 
per cent of the market now? Who goes 
to those places most often? How do 
people in the area perceive the 
restaurants presently doing business 
there? What kinds of things are lack- 
ing in restaurants in the area? 

Thompson showed how answers to

these questions make up a marekt 
feasibility study, the kinds of informa- 
tion on which to base market strategy. 

Market strategy, after Thompson’s 
explanation, sounded to one audience 
member like a ‘‘war plan.” ‘‘Plan of 
attack’’ was how Thompson summed 
it up. Market strategy is “‘focus on 
segmentation, on differentation, on a 
marketing mix which meets the un- 
fulfilled expectations of customers,”’ 
Thompson said. 


The market mix, according to 
Thompson, ‘‘combines elements 
which form a package giving greatest 
satisfaction to customers. It may be 
putting out a fruit and salad bar when 
other restaurants in the area have 
small salad bars. It may be adding 
items to the menu which other 
restaurants don’t have. 


‘‘Cleanliness is something 
customers expect and have a right to 
take for granted,’’ Thompson point 
out. ‘‘We opened up our kitchens in 
our restaurants to make them attrac- 
tive showplaces. This makes our 
restaurants different. It is anexample 
of meeting unfulfilled expectations, of 
giving satisfaction through market 
strategy.”

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Why do people leave the home to 
dine? 

There are no doubt as many 
answers as there are people but one 
major reason is that it is an enjoyable 
activity in which the entire family can 

participate. But, and this is the big 
factor, no member of the family has 
to wash the dishes or clean up the din- 
ing room. 

People are naturally drawn to good 
food, excellently prepared and served 
with style. And it is to such 
restaurants that the American family 
turns to for a change, whether it is 
once a week, once amonth or just to 
celebrate a birthday, a promotion or 
an anniversary. 

Such restaurants are becoming 
more popular each year according to 
the most recent NRA survey. Current- 
ly they rate third in popularity and all 
indications are that they will gain in 
the years to come. 

Choosing restaurants is a personal 
thing and there are many and varied 
reasons, but the most important fac- 
tor is quality. 

The cost of a meal also enters into 
the habit of eating out. According to 
the NRA survey, the average amount 
spent on breakfast at restaurants is 
$1.81 per person; $2.31 for an average 
lunch; $3.75 for an average dinner and 
88 cents for between meal snacks. 

The 45 to 54 age group eat out more 
frequently and they spend the most 
money—an average of $17.41 a week. 
The lowest expenditure was among 
the under 25 age group, averaging 
$12.62 a week. Families in the 55 and 
over age group spent $14.68 weekly. 

These are averages for the nation; 
some areas perhaps have higher

percentages. And this section of the 
country, with an international reputa- 
tion for good food, no doubt has a 
higher percentage than many areas. 
Right now, dining out has grown to the 
extent that restaurants purchase - 
about 20 percent of the country’s food 
products. In addition, the foodservice 
industry employs 4.7 percent of the 
nation’s work force, the largest 
number of any retail sector, accor- 
ding to the National Restaurant 
Association. 

In fact, an NRA official said recent- 
ly that ‘‘the foodservice industry is 
one of the bright spots in the nation’s 
economic picture. Dining out is a 
significant part of the life-style of this 
great country, and the restaurant in- 
dustry makes a major contribution to 
our nation’s economy.

Tipping 
Tipping has become an integral part 
of dining out. 


Yet few people are aware of the 
origin of the practice. 


According to Mark Strong, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the 
Massachusetts Restaurant Associa- 
tion, the word tips originated from the 
first letters of the phrase, ‘‘to insure 
prompt service.”’ 


However, since most tipping is done 
after service has been performed, it 
seems to be more a reward for ser- 
vices already rendered than an incen- 
tive for service to come. Strong does 
not believe that tipping is a prere- 
quisite for being served promptly and 
courteously.

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Food Service Industry Has Fascinating History 


The history of public 
cating service is 
probably as ancient as 
the Old Testament, 
which frequently refers 
to inns. 

‘“‘Restaurant”’ has its 
origin in the Latin root 
word, ‘‘restaurare’”’ 
which means ‘‘to 
restore.’”’ In the 16th 
century, this Latin root 
word was applied to a 
spicy broth and called a 
“restorative beverage.” 
Later it was applied to 
other ‘‘restorative’’ 
foods, especially gravy, 
soups, bouillions, and 
similar preparations. 

The honor for creating 
the first ‘‘businessmen’s 
lunch’’ apparently 
belongs to a chap named 
Segius Locates, a 
Roman innkeeper in 40 
B.C. He devised the 
feature for ship brokers 
who were too busy to go 
home. 

Some authorities 
claim that’ the 
“‘medieval’’ history of 
the restaurant industry 
bewgan during the 
French. Revolution in 
1789, when hiding 
aristocrats were fed in 
secret by their servants. 
These rendezvous 
became known to other 
aristocrats who were 
willing to pay a small 
charge for well-cooked 


meals. 

In ancient times, 
there were places for 
public cating roughly 
Similar to our 
restaurants. Before the 
dawn of civilization, 
when people began mak- 
ing their homes in one 
place and occasionally 
traveling away from 
home — as distinguished 
from nomads who: had 
no real homes — they 
needed a place to eat 


usually in conjunction 
with sleeping accom- 
modations. 

Inns, hotels and 
monasteries of Europe 
served this function up 
to the 17th century, 
Chaucer’s Canterbury 
pilgrims used to gather 
prior to their journeys 
to the shrine of St. 
Thomas A. Becket to 
dine and revel. They 
also held inners there 
after they returned, at 


the pilgrimage was 
rewarded with a free 
meal and feted. This 
was the idea of the inn 
host, Harry Baileu, who 
went along on the trip to 
judge the best tales. 

In England, com- 


‘moners had patronized 


eating places called ‘‘or- 
dinary”’ as far back as 
1577. These were 
taverns which served 
only at specified 
mealtimes — usually

Diners 
couldn’t come in any 
time and sit any place, 
then choose from a vast 
menu. 

A noted ordinary fre- 
quented by literary 
figures in the 17th cen- 
tury was the Castle Or- 
dinary.

Restaurant-goers are quick to ap- 
preciate the handsomely-appointed 
table setting and the shining silver 
flanking the plate. 

Few ever stop to think that there 
was a time when such table ap- 
pointments were reserved only for the 
wealthy. 

In Tudor England, salt cellars were 
distinguished family possessions, 
used only by the very wealthy who 
could afford the prestigious container 
for the expensive seasoning. 

The salt cellar was always placed 
within easy reach of the dining master 
of the house, and social rank was 
designated by seating around the table 
in relation to the salt cellar. 

This gave rise to the oldtime ex- 


pression, ‘worth your salt.’

The spoon is the oldest eating uten- 
sil, dating back to the shells first used 
by primitive man.

The spoon as we see it in today’s 
restaurants dates only from the

Knives followed a similar evolution, 
the first made from stone and flint, 
followed by bronze and the other 
metals. ;

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In Retrospect 


Hindsight being pretty generally 20/20 it is probably 
quite easy to comment on the defeat of the Life Care 
facility planned by Phillips Academy for the Abbot 
Academy campus. 

The proposal to provide some zoning regulations to 
permit the development of a retirement community on 
the Abbot property was defeated at the recent town 
meeting by a close vote. 

In some ways, the failure to obtain the two-thirds 
majority vote could be attributed to the lateness of the 
hour at which the item was reached on the agenda. 
Many people had left ihe meeting by that time. 

Too, the lateness led to some reluctance on the part of 
proponents to go into all the minute details of the 
proposal, feeling that to delay procedings would not be 


‘in the best interest of good public relations. 


Neighbors of the Abbot complex, joined by others 
were able to convince a sufficient number of voters 
about their concerns for the project. To ultimately lead 
to its defeat. 

Since that time Phillips’ trustees have voted to 
withdraw the Life Care proposal from further 
negotiations. There was some thought to bringing it 
back to the proposed December special town meeting, 
with full scale informational sessions in between. 

That route was probably abandoned in view of the 
quickness in returning such a matter for voter con- 
sideration being taken as not in the best interests of 
public relations. Also, a small voter turnout at a 
December special town meeting could jeopardize that 
project completely. 

Thus, the life care proposal goes by the boards and 
academy officials now must determine what disposition 
will be made of the property. 


There is little doubt the academy will ultimately get 
rid of the Abbot campus as an educational adjunct of its 
operations. Under the life care proposal, the academy 
would have leased the property to the developers, thus 
retain some control. 

It is part of the academy’s overall plan, developed 
several years ago when Abbot was merged with Phillips 
to unload the School street property at some future 
date. 

Frankly we fear the development of the considerable 
acreage into single family dwelling units. 

The size of the total parcel alone could lend itself, 
when fully developed, into sufficient single-family units 
to cause concern about school housing. Thoughts of ad- 
ditional school construction, in view of that already con- 
templated for consideration next April, is Staggering. 

We would hope that as the academy continues to 
ponder the future of the Abbot campus, they coul 
likewise continue the excellent relationship with the 
town which was established during the Life-Care 
proposal. 

Academy officials and the proposed developers held 
several meetings with administrators and town boards, 
before finally deciding on the retirement community 
concept. 

Based on the history of past town-academy, or town- 
gown, relationships, we trust Andover’s best interests 
will be borne in mind. But, now, the town must be cogni- 
zant of the Academy’s efforts to provide a tax- 
producing complex on the Abbot site which was re- 
jected by a town meeting. 

There are alternatives the academy can follow 
without going back to town meeting, such as Selling off 
to a developer for residential construction.

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WASHINGTON -— The oil 
combines sometimes seem 
more eager to drill tax 
loopholes than oil wells. 
This is quite understand- 
able, since the loopholes 
often bring greater returns 
than the gushers. 

Tax breaks, like oil 
wells, are also often lo- 
cated in unexpected 
places. A little-noticed tax 
treaty with Britain, for 
example, may soon con- 
tain a multimillion-dollar 
loophole — if the oil lobby 
has its way. 

Under the treaty, Britain 
would pay at least $350 
million in tax rebates to 
U.S. multinational corpo- 
rations, plus a guaranteed 
$85 million a year 
hereafter. 

This might appear on the 
books as British benevo- 
lence. But the American 
taxpayers would pay for it 
indirectly. In return for the 
tax rebates to American 
firms, British companies 
would get a tax break in 
this country. 

Among the biggest bene- 
ficiaries of the compli- 
cated arrangement would 
be the international oil 
companies, who would es- 
cape certain domestic tax- 
es. They have pulled out all 
the stops, therefore, to 
push the proposition. - 

The oil firms operate on 
a more exalted level than 
most other special inter- 
ests. Armand Hammer, 
the grand old man of Occi- 
dental Petroleum, for 
example, wrote a private 
letter directly to Treasury 
Secretary Michael Blu- 
menthal.

Under the Dome: One of 
the last acts of the 95th 
Congress was a $20 billion 
tax cut, but it cost the 
taxpayers a bundle just to 
report the vote. The final 
session lasted 34 hours and 
the rhetoric filled six vol- 
umes of the Congressional 
Record. The cost of print- 
ing 40,000 copies of the six- 
volume edition came to 
$500,000. 

- Sixty employees of the 
House dining room were 
all fired for the duration of 
the congressional recess. 
They were told they would 
be rehired when Congress 
reconvenes. In the mean- 
time, they are out of a job.

Teachers 
Discuss 
Services 


Pre-school and kindergarten teachers 
met recently to discuss services available 
to pre-school youngsters in Andover, and 
to hear about the developmental primary 
program started this year at Doherty 
School. 

The teachers will be meeting bi-monthly 
in preparation for other early childhood 
projects. 

According to Early Childhood Specialist 
Linnea Gershenberg, Andover public 
schools are now in the process of creating 
an early childhood program based on t’ie 
concept that children grow and develop at 
different rates; not all children have the 
skills to begin to read at the same age, for 
example. 

As a first step, the school committee 
moved the entrance age for 
kindergarteners back, so they must be five 
years old by Sept. 1 in order to enter 
kindergarten that fall. 

A pre-kindergarten screening, for early 
identification of special needs, is held 
each spring, and youngsters who will be 
eligible for kindergarten in the fall of 1979 
will be tested in early April. This will be 
followed by a week of kindergarten 


“‘orientation,’’ during which the youngster 
actually goes to school every day. 


A further screening and diagnostic 
teaching program is being used in 
kindergarten and first grade this year, to 
help the teacher better plan for each 
child’s level of development and learning 
style.
